SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Yummy Youngies is classified as- 
Objectionable. 


The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes by presenting scenes of sexually explicit activity in which young teenage 
females participate. The scenes of sexual activity are intended to be sexually 
arousing and are presented to legitimate sexual activity between young teenage 
females and between teenage females and adult males. 

The young age of the teenage females and the legitimacy of the sexual activity is 
reinforced by the use of a voice-over. The voice-over features two young teenage 
females who introduce each scene and also discuss issues relating to their own sexual 
experiences. The voice-over presents young teenage females as being sexually 
active and sophisticated. The style of the narration together with the inflection in the 
voices strongly suggests that the narrators are aged between 8 and 13 years. 

In classifying this publication, consideration has been given to the New Zealand Bill of 
R| ghts Act 1990 (NZBR Act). However, the NZBR Act does not apply in this instance 
as s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993 is a deeming provision. 
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
